Six were absent, including Lem 
Motiow and his two Tennessee as- 
sociates, who sold to the Remus 
syndicate the liquor, afterwards 
illegally withdrawn from the Jack 
Danie! warehouse in St. Louis.

Sampson and Bernard Brink, el! of 
Cincinnats. and former members of 
George Remus’ bootiegging organt- 
zation in Cinecinnatt.
